Murderers, run to the Warresto eſcape the Hangman ; and of all 
theſe virtuous ſorts, of Vermin is the Caviers whale Foree com · 
paſted, whoſe Leaders and Abetters are ambitious, pernicioua, a- 
varitious, malicious, ſeditious, not caring how long theſe miſerable 
calamities of Warre endure, ſo that by their Trickes, Sleights, 
Votes, Exciſes, Plunderings, Robbcries, and extorting Taxations, 
they make England like a Milland themſebvesſ lille thieviſhMillert) 
may imperiouſly and ſecutely take trible Toll of the Geods and 


Eſtates of all the Engliſh: Proteſtants, and loyalleſt Subjects in the 


Kingdome, or of as much as their uſutping Power can hy bold on. 
But their zealous Pulpit» men have ſo rooted them inthe rudiments 
of Rebellion, that they are perſwadedthat their Cauſe is merito-
